When | ran into Pixi in Brixton Road he was looking agitated. 
Unusual, because Pixi was normally a placid young man, 
spending most of his time contentedly playing a tin whistle 
in front of the television. The only time I'd ever really seen 
him upset was when the benefit office sprang a surprise 
restart interview on him the very morning he was marrying 
someone to keep them in the country and he ran into the 
registry office half an hour late shouting"Can someone here 
pretend they're about to interview me for a job?" That 
incident apart, his life seemed to go along fairly smoothly. 
"You're looking worried. Another restart interview?" 

Pixi shook his head miserably and his red dreadlocks, 
normally a bright and cheerful sight, swung lifelessly around 
his face. 

“Tell me all about it” | said.

Pixi, while interested in the beer, shook his head sadly. 
“You don't understand. | must buy a Daily Telegraph. I’ve

Love does produce some strange 
symptoms but surely nothing this bizarre. 

Then the whole sad story came out. Pixi had fallen in love 
with Pamela, the American woman he married so she could 
stay in the country. In truth | was not surprised because | 
remembered that he had married her for no money.

Brixton is packed 
full of people who would take severe exception to me 
purchasing such a thing and every one of them is out on 
the streets. You can’t move for radical feminists, radical 
gays, radical lesbians, socialist workers, Sons of Nubia, 
Nations of Islam, anarchists, hard-core squatters and 
traveller's right's campaigners. Even the disabled group is 
out in force and I’ve always been scared of that big woman 
in the wheelchair.

He gripped my arm.

"What sort of person is she going to think | am if | can't 
even buy a newspaper containing the only review of her 
first record?

Pixi was aghast, “That’s even worse. I'd be bound to be 
spotted. Anyway, this is Lambeth. The library won't have 
the Daily Telegraph.”

Pixi looked cross. 

"You expect me to wander round Richmond on the olf 
chance that there might be an all night newsagent? I'd be 
lucky to get back here before next week. Forget it. It's no 
use. Рт defeated.

At this Pixi finally managed to bury his face in his hands. 
Seeing such distress | was almost tempted to buy it for 
him, drawing back only when | received a strong mental 
image of militant squatters chasing me down the road with 
crowbars.

With the introduction of the draconian CJA, the last 
year has seen many changes in the laws concerning public 
protest. Despite this, it has been a year to remember, with some 
spectacular demos kicking off around the country and a wide 
range of protests successfully taking place despite the wishes of 
the (ahem) ‘powers that be’. From the numerous CJB protests, 
through the increasing awareness of road building mayhem, to 
the brilliant animal export protests, we can celebrate the fact 
that we have not surrendered in the face of government 
opposition. Civil disorder has a proud heritage of inducing social 
change and as our civil rights are slowly eroded, so we must 
stand up and defend what is rightfully ours. Here's to everyone 
who tooka stand in 1994 - 1995 and to everyone who will continue 
the fight in the future, Cheers! 

Downing St. Stormed 

Almost a year ago to the day, July 24th to be exact, the portals of 
power themselves were attacked in a highly visible demo that 
ended up with the gates to Downing Street being stormed by 
angry CJB protestors. Although there were many earlier demos, 
this marked the beginning of the highly visible campaign that 
reached an almost fever pitch intensity last summer (those were 
the days). At this point, the threat of the CJB was still sinking in, 
but this was the turning point that marked an escalation in the 
intensity of the struggle. This demo was also significant in that it 
saw the first appearance of the dreaded ‘fluffies’, who seemed 
determined to make the police's job easier by identifying violent 
protestors. 

Hyde Park 

In early October, the anti-CJB movement hotted up. With less 
than a month to go before the Bill became an Act, a huge rally 


took place in Hyde Park. Thousands of people came out to play 
and the day was being enjoyed by all thanks to the several sound 
systems who came out to turn the event into a giant rave. As you 
probably know only too well though, the police couldn't leave it 
at that and attacked the party. What followed was the biggest 
battle of the year, with scenes similar to the Poll Tax demo. Riot 
police attacked hastily erected barriers nine times over asix hour 
period. As usual, the tactics used against the demonstrators were 
unsafe and provocative, so when people were eventually forced 
out of the park and down Oxford Street, £240,000 worth of 
damage was caused. Needless to say, the heavy handed police 
tactics polarised opinions over the bill, far more than the demo 
would have, Ten days later, a 5,000 strong crowd turned up to 
lobby Parliament. After corralling the crowd into Millbank, the 
police performed snatch arrests, working from film and 
photographs of the Hyde Park demo. Despite the legal right to 
lobby one's MP and the promises that people would eventually 
be allowed to do so, the police became heavy handed again 
and the democratic process was thwarted by the dispersal of 
the crowd. While it's acknowledged that politicians generally talk 
rubbish, Tony Benn shone at the meeting beforehand, by tellin 
the assembled demonstrators that civil disorder has a prou 
heritage and applauding the determination of the anti CJ 
movement. November was an incredibly busy month, as the CJ 
finally became the CJA on the 3rd. The next day, the roof of 
Parliament itself was occupied by 5 protestors, who scaled the 
building within yards of police. 

Outrage! 

The fifteenth of the month saw a protest by Outrage when they 
trespassed into a meeting of the General Synod at Westminster 
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words by 5. Cook, 


Abbey to protest against the hypocrisy of gay 
members of the clergy and the church's attitude 
towards homosexuality, It is interesting to note that 
one of the senior clergy present had been 
prosecuted for ‘gross indecency’ some 30 years 
earlier! 


Good Hunting 

On the 19th of November, the powers of the new 
act were used for the first time in a way that has 
become all too common. Hunt saboteurs in Essex 
were holding a week long series of sabs to protest 
the new laws. At Good Easter near Chelmsford, 
they were met by a vast police task force, Arrests 
took place all day - the first being against a group 
who were merely walking down a footpath! The 
police behaviour became more aggressive as the 
day wore on and finally 30 arrests had been made 
- 28 under the CJA, However, the majority of these cases were 
later dropped or kicked out of court - a pattern that has been all 
too familiar as only 7% of cases brought against hunt sabs under 
the CJA have been successful. 

Claremont 

Late in the month, the M11 Link Road protest took a sad turn as 
the eviction of Claremont Road finally happened. Ingenious 
measures were taken to thwart the bailiffs and police. Protestors 
locked their wrists into holes embedded in the ground, forcing 
the bailiffs to drill down alongside before they could cut people 
free, A huge network of ropes and nets were strung between the 
roof-tops and nearby trees, which kept the various areas of the 
road in contact and further hindered attempts to remove people. 
Vile Veal 

Similar protests had been taking place on a regular basis against 
live animal exports. This campaign soon captured widespread 
media attention and saw a great deal of success. Veal flights 
from Swansea were thwarted from the very first day, in 
Brightlingsea, 2,000 protestors took on 200 police every day 
and on the 23rd of January the port owner finally sold up and 
left. Shoreham was the scene of some of the biggest protests, 
some 1,000 cops turned out (an interesting side effect of which 
was that local fox hunts couldn't be policed - so they didn't 
happen), costing the local council £150,000 a day! The money 
ran out on the 18th of Jan and the Port Authority 
stopped live exports on the 23rd. Unfortunately, 
the exports had been blocked on a legal 
technicality and some greedy swine later got the 
decision overturned in the high court, meaning 
that the demos continued - and are still continuing 
to this day. 

Tree Truants 

Valentines Day this year had a sad message as 
the Pollock Free State in Glasgow was attacked 
by Wimpey Constructions security forces and the 
police. They started felling trees around the camp 
in the morning, while protestors scrambled to 
break through police lines and stop the work. As 
half a school of children joined in, they managed 
to stop the work and later, a number of security 
guards resigned in disgust at their employers. The 
following day saw a convoy of cars - the То 
Pollock With Love’ convoy - arrive and the cars 
were added to the Carhenge monument nearby. The convoy had 
travelled from Oxford, stopping at various spots along the way to 
join local protests. Carhenge is a monument to the destruction 
planned for this beautiful area of Glasgow, nine cars stand 
upended and brightly painted - the only cars that will be seen in 
Pollock Park. 

On The Reads 

In March, it was the turn of the Road protestors to make some 
noise again. On the 14th, the anniversary of the start of work on 
the Solsbury Hill bypass was celebrated. In 1994, work was 
stopped for two days and this year was almost a repeat, with 
digging being continually disrupted. This was also the scene of 
yet another defection by a security guard, who finally decided 
he'd had enough of dragging protestors through the mud and 
gave up 61 hours pay by walking off site in disgrace. Around this

time, the M11 protest gained a new foothold when the last house 
in Fillebrook Road was re-squatted. Apparently, activists were 
keeping a close eye on the house and when the lone security 
guard popped out to make a phone call, they seized their chance 
and got back in!

The McLibel trial is still continuing and to celebrate, mass protests 
were held at stores around the country on the 15th of April - 
Ronald's 40th anniversary. Over 100 stores were picketed and 
the Swindon store was closed for the whole day. Much financial 
damage was done by this, with an estimated £5,000 lost by 
Swindon alone. By this point, McDonald's stance in the trial was 
looking decidedly shaky and itis rumoured that they want to pull 
out to avoid any more damage to their reputation. 

The Dragon 

The Diggers were a group of environmental protestors active in 
the mid 1600, their modern day counterparts occupied set- 
aside farmland near Wisley in Surrey on the 28rd of April to protest 
against unfair land ownership. It is estimated that 75% of the 
land in this country is owned by the richest 1% of the population. 
Having set up a camp, the protestors marched to St George's 
Hill Golf Course to plant a symbolic tree in the middle of the 
fairway. The occupation continued peacefully for a week and 
further actions of a similar nature are planned for the future. 


Reclaim The Streets 
On the 14th of May, an incredible action was held in the middle | 
of Camden High Street. Two cars suddenly crashed into each 
other, which was the cue for people to descend upon them and 
start ripping them to bits. It was all a performance, which left the 
road blocked to traffic for the remainder of the afternoon and 
police were unable to do anything about it as the crowd swelled 

to several thousand strong. The group Reclaim The Streets were 
behind the action and more are planned for the future. 
Shoreham 

Shortly after this, a victory was had at Shoreham, when ITF the | 
last company using the port for live animal transportation | 
announced they were pulling out. Heavy policing costs were the | 
reason. Unfortunately the battle is not completely over, as the f 
company have simply relocated to Dover - where the fight will no | 


doubt continue, A side note to this is that the police have been 
using dubious tactics at the animal export protests. Arrests have 
been made for the most trivial offences and those arrested are 
released on police bail, with conditions attached that they do not 
return to the port area where they were caught. As trial dates are 
often many months away, this effectively stops many people from 
returning to protest, as breaking the bail can result in remand 
imprisonment, or at the least a hefly fine and a criminal record. 


Mothers Ruin 
A huge police operation took place on the 7th of July, to prevent 
a giant illegal rave from taking place at two sites, in Devon and 
Lincolnshire. Called The Mother, the festival was planned to 
remember the Castle Morton happening (a festival that lasted 
two weeks before the police finally closed it down) and to test 
the atmosphere of the CJA against a party of this kind. Sad to 
say, things nearly didn't get off the ground as the offices of various 
sound systems and party organisers were raided by the police. 
Huge exclusion zones were set up around the proposed party 
areas, but being enterprising people, the party goers simply took 
the events elsewhere, In the end, the rave was nowhere near as 
big as it might have been, but it still took place and several 
thousand people were able to dance the weekend away, with 
surprisingly little hassle.-Since then however many prime movers 
in underground sounds have been busted at home, Respect to 
the sound systems.
